Sho rtly after that a hu g e bo n­ 
fire was lig hted o n the Island, and 
abo u t 1 o ’clo ck a bo atlo ad o f frig ht­ 
ened wo men and children r^achod the

as they co u ld be filled, as the island 
was slo wly sinking u nder the feet of 
the Inhabitants. 
The bo atmen o f the mainland were 
ap p ealed to to send aid, bu t in v iew o f 
the co ntinu ed sho ck and the steadily 
Increasing v io lence o f the sea in the 
lag o o n, the bo atmen were afraid 
v entu re o u t.

HOURS LENGTHENED 


President Makes Another Me* e 


In Interests ot Economy. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—In their dis­ 
cretion, President Taft has authorized 
his cabinet officers to add half an hour 
to the working day of the 30,000 or 
more government clerks under their 
control. 
This is another move on the 
president’s part 
in the interest of 
economy, and it has been taken in the 
face of the usual storm of protest that 
arises in Washington whenever the 
question of lengthening the hours of 
government employes has come up. 
The government clerk used to go to 
work at 9 o’clock in the morning and 
remained on only until 4 in the after­ 
noon, with half an hour for luncheon. 
This made a working day of only six 
and one-half hours. The clerks in ad­ 
dition had a vacation of three work­ 
ing days with pay and thirty days sick 
leave each year, together with all na­ 
tional holidays and half Saturdays 
during the months of July, August and 
September. 
A great howl went up when Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt tacked half an hour 
oiito the government clerks’ working 
day four years ago, making the closing 
hour in the afternoon at 4:30.
